The case was ‘one concerning 
Ng Pui-chi,-deseribed as a busi- 
ness man of No. 18, D'Aguilar 
‘Street, his wife Tong Siu-lan, and 
two other women, who. were 
charged with being concerned in 
the sale of two girls, stated to be 
muistsais, 

Ng Ho (18) said she was a muie 
tsai employed by the married couple 
at their home on the second floor 
of No. 13, D'Aguilar Street. 

She knew Kwok Siu-lan, (whose 
Sale for the purposes of prostitu- 
tion formed the subject of one of 
the charges) as being a mud-tsat 
before she became o_ prostitute. 
She also knew Lau Sze-koo (the 
third defendant) as being a pro- 
curess, who used to visit the Ngs. 

Cross-exumined by Mr. Hin- 
shing Lo, on behalf of Lau Sze-koo,: 
witness said that Lau Sze-koo was 
{dentified as being a procuress for 
two reasons: -¢1) that: she had 
mentioned selling Kwok Siu-lan- 
and (2) that she did sell Kwok 
Siu-lan. Mad Lau Sze-koo not 
mentioned that she had: sold Kwok 
Siu-lan into prostitution witness 
would not have known of the fact. 

Chan Yee-mui (18) testified that 
she was a “sly prostitute” -and 
lived on the first floor of No. 16, 
Graham Street. The practice 
would be for her to be called out to 
boarding-houses and hotels, the 
whole of her earnings being handed 
over to her mistress. Lau S$ze-koo, 
said witness, was a woman who also 
lived on the same floor, being 
known to her as simply “auntie”.

Arch, ores 

In March, 1920, it was decided, 
as an initial step, to proceed at 
once with the erection of a 
monument, In December, 1920, 
a resolution wag ipassed that thia 
memortal take the form of a 
Cenotaph on the “finest site” and 
this was unveiled in May, 1923. 


Financing the Scheme. 


In 192], Sir Paul Chater assum- 
ed the Chairmanship of the 
Committee and sponsored the 
scheme for the erection of an up- 
to-date Nursing Home, 

As the funds in hand were 
insufficient for such a purpose it 
was proposed that additional 
funds should be collected and 
that the Committee should apply 
for an Order of the Court for 
permission for half the annual 
surplus income of the estate of 
the late Mr. GranvilJe Sharp to be 
applied towards the building fund 
and. as an endowment, This 
Order was confirmed in April, 
1923, with provision that wards 
named after the late Mr, Granville 
Shtrp and/or his wife should’ be 
set apart for free patients as 
determined by the Committee, 
with particular reference to those 
who saw active service in the 
Great War. Further funds were 
also specifically subscribed for 
the Nursing Home, 

The thanks of the Committee 
are due to the Trustees of the 
late Mr. Granville Sharp’s estate 
for the financial assistance which 
has rendered ‘this scheme a 
practicable one and also to the 
Government who donated equally 
with the subscribers up to the 
"| firat $200,000. .

A Conference of Far Eastern 
Meteorologists will be held in 

-Hongkong from April 28 to May 
~The Conference will be opened 
His Excellency the Officer

to adopt throughout the Far: Hast. 
a uniform code for visual and for 
telegraphic storm warnings, and a 
uniform code for the transmission 
of daily weather reports.

Bureau; fhe object being to secure 
the requisite number of observa- 
tions for each Bureau without 
overlapping. + ue ; 

.At present; ships operating in 
the Far East. are asked ‘for 
alfferent meteorological data from 
the various Weather Bureaus and 
are asked to keep avariety of 
metcorological logs. They also 
find different systems of, storm 
warnings in use in the various 
ports. This‘is very unsatisfactory 
and it:is hoped that agreement on 
the above points will be reached.
